Library was “founded in 1911 by a group 
of educators, mostly professors at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan.” Its present editors 
and contributors are from the faculties 
and professional staffs of many schools, 
colleges, and universities. These selected 
subject specialists contribute articles on 
various subjects, and the editorial staff 
“rewrites, adapts, rearranges, clarifies and 
corrects this material.” Articles are not 
signed. Generally a policy of continuous 
revision is maintained. Richard Webster, 
A.M. Princeton 1900, is managing editor. 
Prominent names on the list of contrib- 
utors include Carey Croneis, former presi- 
dent of Beloit College, Charles Seymour, 
former president of Yale University, and 
Dr. Will French, professor of education 
at Teachers College, Columbia University.

The Editorial Preface states that “the 
selecting of material of fundamental im- 
portance [is] limited for the most part to 
topics met in the curriculum of American 
elementary schools and high schools.” It 
offers “a quick, short answer to a single 
question .. .” or “. . . a broad complete 
picture of a science or an art.” 

The arrangement of The Volume Li- 
brary and the kind of material which 
comprises it seem to be geared to meet 
the purpose stated. Careful examination, 
however, shows that the encyclopedia does 
not completely succeed in this purpose, 
because it is uneven in its revisions, con- 
taining too much that is now inaccurate 
and not up to date. 

The Volume Library is divided into 16 
books or sections, each covering a special 
field of knowledge: Education, Kinder- 
garten, Language and Grammar, Litera- 
ture, Geography, History, Mathematics, 


Science, Physiology and Hygiene, Govern- 
ment and Law, Biography, Industry and 
Trade, Multiplex Dictionary, Fine Arts, 
Useful Miscellany, and Atlas. Originally 
contemplated as 16 separate volumes, 
these are all combined in a single volume 
with dictionaries of terms, bibliographies, 
illustrations, tables, and discourses on 
subjects in each section. 

The latter attempt to give broad pic- 
tures of the subjects by showing their 
historical backgrounds and basic theories. 
Then subjects are broken down into sub- 
divisions for a more detailed picture. 
For instance, Science contains an over-all 
history of science followed by sections on 
specific sciences, as: physics, chemistry, 
astronomy, and geology. There are sepa- 
rate explanations of each of these, often 
including pictures of pioneer scientists, 
demonstrations of scientific theories, and 
some sample problems, as well as many 
tables, brief definitions of scientific terms, 
and _ bibliographies. 

Following several pages entitled “Gen- 
eral Aspects of Literature” and “Litera- 
ture of Power,” there are two main parts 
to the Literature section: a History of 
Literature and a chronological outline of 
literature. In addition, there are diction- 
aries of literary allusions, of the Bible, 
of sobriquets and pseudonyms, of mythol- 
ogy, legend, and folklore as well as classi- 
fied graded reading lists. All of these con- 
tain much useful information which 
should answer factual questions for the 
user. 

The histories give summaries of the 
literature of various countries by period, 
and note writers famous for particular 
literary genres, naming some of their 
best-known works with dates. 

Many of the persons mentioned in the 
histories are also in the chronological out- 
line called “Parallel Outlines of World 
Literature,” but the two do not necessarily 
coincide in this respect. In the latter, 
authors’ works in many cases are not 
listed; rather, a designation like Novels, 
Dramas, Plays, Poems may be given. 
Sometimes, instead of indicating broad 
types of writing, the information may be

more specific. It may estimate the writ- 
ing or describe the author, as: “A 
minor poet’; “Psychological Novels— 
Harsh realism”; “His appeal is to the mind 
not the heart”; “Depicts the sordid side 
of life.” Italics are used interchangeably 
for types of writing and specific titles. 
Novelists are identified with such phrases 
as “Novels,” “Symbolistic Novels,” “Nov- 
elist,’ “Historical Novels.” No pattern 
seems to be followed. Misspellings noted 
are the names of authors “James Gould 
Cousins” and “Rainer Rieke.” 
Bibliographies are included in all but 
three of the sixteen Books. The titles cited 
seem well suited both to the audience and 
the topic. The lists are somewhat dated 
since publications of the 1940’s predomi- 
nate, and most of them are not later than 
1949. All these titles are useful. Occa- 
sionally books published in 1954 and 1955 
included. The bibliographies indi- 
cate under each item the appropriate 
grade level and give the usual biblio- 
graphic data. There is no consistency in 
the manner of citing books. Some bibli- 
ographies invert the author’s name; some 
do not. The valuable “Graded reading 


are 


list” has sections using both styles. The 
bibliographies and reading lists were all 
prepared by three librarians whose names 


are included in the list of contributors at 
the front of the book. 

The Biographical Dictionary contains 
biographies of “more than 3,000 impor- 
tant historical and contemporary charac- 
ters—giving dates of birth and death, na- 
tionality, education, important events and 
achievements.” Illustrations here are en- 
largements of postage stamp pictures of 
persons from many countries used “as 
a means of interesting the stamp collector 
in history and biography.” These add to 
the interest of the biographical items. 
Some photographs are also used. 

Inclusion of names in this section is 
largely a subjective choice; still, any num- 
ber of equally prominent people of recent 
times could be mentioned as _ possible 
biographees, as: Leonard Bernstein, Wil- 
liam Inge, John Marquand, John Ciardi, 
John Marin, Jonas Salk, J. Robert Oppen- 


heimer, Lewis Strauss, Count Bernadotte.. 
(Some of these names are mentioned 
elsewhere in the book and can be found 
through the Index.) Listed are such 
equally prominent people as Pablo Picasso, 
Auguste Piccard, Lord Mountbatten, Rob- 
ert Millikan, Archibald MacLeish, Her- 
man Wouk, and Gian-Carlo Menotti. In 
the Biographical Dictionary personal 
names in capital letters comprise the “one 
hundred greatest men and women in his- 
tory—so designated by a consensus of 
highest authorities.”” The one hundred are 
listed at the end of the section. 

At the end of the Biographical Diction- 
ary is “a brief survey of some of the 
famous collections of biographies.” The 
quality of this page is inconsistent. Some 
sections such as Ancient History and 
Biography and Church Biography are 
well done; other sections are not up to 
date. The 1944 supplement to the Diction- 
ary of American Biography is not men- 
tioned here. Only the original 45 volumes 
of Allgemeine Deutsche Biographie are 
listed, despite supplementary volumes 
issued through 1912. Contemporary biog- 
raphy for France and Germany also is 
not current. If a page of this kind is 
worthy of inclusion, it deserves more com- 
plete, recent, accurate as well as even 
treatment. As it now stands, its value is 
limited. 

The in the 6l-page atlas are 
simple and clear. This section has political 
and commercial maps of the world and 
the United States, maps of the continents, 
Mexico, West Indies, Canada, the polar 
regions, and maps of individual states of 
the United States. These maps are the 
work of the Geographical Publishing 
Company. For the most part the maps de- 
pict recent boundaries. Maps of the United 
States are cluttered with too many place 
names. The commercial map of the United 
States tries to show too much—products, 
highways, railroads, and radio stations as 
well as places. No basis for inclusion of 
places is indicated. 

Many useful tables and charts are scat- 
tered throughout the book. There are 
dictionaries of terms covering such fields

as mythology, astronomy, and govern- 
ment. Other features include rules for 
sports, rules for parliamentary procedure, 
career information, and a section called 
“Preparing for Freshman Mathematics.” 
There are tables of languages, food values, 
and plant diseases. 

Inaccuracies and omissions remain in 
The Volume Library. Population figures 
are correct for 1950, and many details and 
topics like Salk vaccine, the Nautilus, 
tranquilizers, social security laws, and re- 
cent death dates for various personages 
have been brought up to date. However, 
there are still areas needing accurate, 
uniform information. 

In the Geographical Dictionary mention 
is still made of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege at State College, Pennsylvania Col- 
lege for Women, Massachusetts State 
College (the names of all of these have 
been changed for several years), and New 
England Conservatoire of Music (its own 
college catalog spells this 
tory”). 

Inaccurate statistics are given in the 
case of Fruit (in the Industrial Diction- 
ary)—‘“the annual U.S. output,” with no

indication of source or date. Some figures 
of the United States yield given are: 


Apples . . . 108,031,000 bushels. The Statis- 
tical Abstract for 1957 gives production 
figures as 131,253,000 bushels in 1949 and 
109,038,000 in 1954. Incorrect figures occur 
under Automobile in the same section. 
The number of motor cars now in the 
world is given at “more than 40 million 
passenger cars... .” Figures in Automo- 
bile Facts and Figures for 1957 give world 
registration for passenger cars in 1956 as 
78,433,321 and passenger car registration 
in the United States as 54,332,295. The 
whole subject of automobiles needs re- 
vision with attention to paragraphs on 
design, production, and statistics. 
Information about foreign countries is 
too scattered, inconsistent, and inaccurate. 
Material about countries seems to be split 
almost at random between the Geographi- 
cal Dictionary and Historical Dictionary. 
The exact place must be found, as recom- 
mended, in the Index, since cross refer- 


ences are not always given in the text. 
In the case of Siam, a see reference is 
given in the Geographical Dictionary (as 
well as in the Index) to Thailand in the 
Historical Dictionary. Information which 
should have appeared in the Geographical 
Dictionary under Thailand is scattered 
elsewhere in tables in the book. The his- 
tory ends in 1946, although there were 
political upheavals in 1947 and 1951. Cam- 
bodia appears in the Geographical Dic- 
tionary but not in the Historical Diction- 
ary. Indonesia, Republic of is described 
in both places; many more political his- 
tory details are included in the Geo- 
graphical Dictionary than in the Histori- 
cal Dictionary. Information on countries 
whose status is almost constantly changing 
should be more uniform, should be ac- 
cessible without undue searching, and it 
should be current. Information on older 
and larger countries such as France, 
Egypt, and Japan is also, to some extent, 
repetitive, and it is divided. Since the plan 
of the book calls for a separate Historical 
Dictionary and a Geographical Dictionary, 
instead of repeating, cross references 
could be used; otherwise, the Index should 
very clearly indicate the location of each 
type of information. 

The “thorough cross reference index,” 
which one is advised to consult first, lists 
a subject under broad classifications with 
page references duplicated under several 
entries for the same subject. There is a 
prefatory section describing how to use 
the 87-page Analytical Index with its 
65,000 entries. Entries are arranged alpha- 
betically on five-column pages. The Index 
gives pronunciation of some 5,000 “diffi- 
cult names and names and terms of for- 
eign origin,’ and it indicates by special 
abbreviations (il., map, bio.) types of en- 
tries. Some not pronounced are as difficult 
to pronounce as those with the indication, 
e.g.: Naaman, Naguib, Nagy, Neches. Dia- 
critical marks are not the more familiar 
ones. The Index refers both to long arti- 
cles and to brief mention of a topic. As is 
illustrated by the Index citations of Ire- 
land, information is scattered under too 
many entries, and very often the choice

There is inconsistency and inaccuracy 
in the use of cross references in the Index. 
See references are often references to ad- 
ditional material. See also references are 
used where see references should be used. 

Index entries are not consistent in form, 
and articles are frequently found under 
two different entries for the same subject. 
Die Alpen is also indexed as Alpen, Die; 
Die Konigin von Saba also appears as 
Ko6nigin von Gaba [sic]; Everest, Mt., but 
Mt. Ranier [sic]; Kells, Book of, but Book 
of Martyrs and Book of Kings. Although 
Index references cite pages in the text 
accurately, the other deficiencies of the 
Index do not make it an effective tool for 
locating information throughout the book. 

Illustrations include woodcuts, line 
drawings, pen-and-ink sketches, repro- 
ductions of famous color paintings, etch- 
ings, steel engravings, and photographs. 
There are many illustrations, a large 
number of them with sources indicated. 
It is impossible to ascertain dates for 
maps, charts, and tables. The ink is so 
black that it is frequently somewhat diffi- 
cult to define outlines or to gain a good 
perspective. Color pictures are very in- 
ferior. The illustrations, on the whole, 
seem appropriately placed in the text and 
generally are of sufficient currency. 

Available in several bindings, the vol- 
ume, made of English-finish paper, is 
sturdily bound. The paper is not very dur- 
able. The print is clear, but, because of 
the revision of portions, the type does not 
match; nor are the margins always even 
where the replacements are made, thus 
detracting from the over-all appearance of 
the articles. In other instances the revi- 
sion takes the form of inserted pages 
(76A, 767B) or apparent omission of pages 
by combining two in one, the changes be- 
ing noticeable only in the page numbering. 
In one place unnumbered pages have been 
inserted. “Examination Questions,” put 
between the “Atlas” and the “Index,” cov- 
ers six pages. Large running heads on 
each page plus, in dictionary sections, 
smaller headings for the outer columns of 
each page facilitate use, as do the boldface 
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terms being defined and the capitalized 
captions, boldface headings, and italicized 
subheadings for longer articles. 

The Volume Library has been revised 
in many places in an attempt to improve 
it and bring it up to date. It does provide 
much useful and interesting information. 
However, because of unevenness in the 
revision, the inaccuracies and the anti- 
quated information still remaining, the 
incomplete coverage of subject matter, 
and the awkward arrangement of the 
material, The Volume Library is not rec- 
ommended.

Illustrated with drawings of the 
day or adapted from contemporary illustra- 


tions. The publisher states that the section 
on women’s dress is a condensation of the 
authors’ Englishwomen’s clothing in the nine- 
teenth century.

The story of the Morro Castle, the Ward lux- 
ury liner which burned off the coast of New 
Jersey in 1934 with a loss of 134 lives, is here 
reconstructed on the basis of subsequent evi- 
dence as well as that of contemporary reports 
and eyewitness accounts. Detailing the tragedy 
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in all its horror, the writer builds a strong 
though circumstantial case that the fire was 
deliberately set by radio operator George 
Rogers, a pyromaniac with a 20-year criminal 
record who at the time, ironically, was re- 
garded as the hero of the disaster. Not par- 
ticularly well written but nonetheless grimly 
compelling.

tends that the Western nations should make 
concessions to Russia, even at the risk of 
military conquest, rather than chance the 
consequences of nuclear war.
